He stated 
the Director had very kindly allowed him approximately a 2 -hour interview one 
day. Zimbalist stated he was simply amazed at the Director's depth of intelligence^ 
and his broad knowledge. He stated the Director was a very cultured 'man and ^ 

\ that frankly, he had been very honored to have met him.' Crane asked Zimbalist • 
if he did not share the opinion that Mr. Hoover had lost prestige within the last •§ 
year and a-half as a result of a number of critics sounding off against him 
because of unpopular utterances he had made. Zimbalist sharply replied that 
he did not believe the Director had lost any prestige and that he ’personally, was 
not aware of any criticism; however, if there had been criticism it'would be the __ 
direct result of factions who had showed great disrespect for law and order and who O'.

Zimbalist added that any criticism of Mr. Hoover had been caused by people

In July, 1963, the producer of the local Les Crane television 
show in San Francisco furnished the San Francisco Office a copy of an alleged 
threatening letter which Crane had received. This matter was presented to the 
United States Attorney’s Office, San Francisco,- but prosecution was declined 
as the letter did not fall within the provisions of the Extortion Statute. 

On the "Les Crane Show, " ABC, of 12-5-64, Crane had as his 
guests, William Kunstler, New York attorney who is connected with the American 
Civil Liberties Union, and Robert Morris, former Counsel for the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee. Kunstler, who is very hostile to the Bureau, made 
numerous unfavorable references to the FBI’s work in the civil rights field in 
connection with Crane’s statement that Fred Cook, in his book "The FBI Nobody 
Knows, ” had indicated that the FBI stands in the corner of white supremacy and 
the racists. Crane also stated that Cook had referred to the Director in his book 
as an "arch conservative. ’’ Robert Morris throughout the interview staunchly 
supported the FBI and the Director in every respect. 

Crane apparently seeks to have controversial individuals on his 
program to discuss current topics. On his show of 12-11-64, he interviewed 
Mario Savio, 'leader of the Free Speech Movement at the University of California. 

He also had students from the University of California to present views opposing 
those of Savio. The discussion related to the student rebellion at the University 
of California. ' 

* 

On the "Nightlife" show of 7-20-65, Crane had as one of his guests 
Melvin Belli, who acted as defense counsel for Jack Ruby in Dallas, Texas. b6 
Belli is a highly irresponsible individual who has made a number of scurrilous h ic 
attacks on the Director and the FBI. During the discussion, Belli criticized the 
FBI and referred to Fred Cook’s book, citi ng the allegat ions which had been made • 
against the Bureau by former Special Agent ] l When Belli referred to '* 

Cook’s book. Crane refuted his remarks by stating that he had spoken to FBI men 
who had read the book, including a former Ag ent who is an official in New York City, 
and that these men had all indicated ! allegations had no basis in fact. 

Bufiles contain no other pertinent information relating to Les Crane.

Inquiry was conducted of Warner Brothers in Hollywood 
who advised that a Playboy talent scout, without authority from the 
Warner Brothers Publicity Department, brought the girl on the set for 
pictures. The caption on the pi';. Jure of the girl with Zimbalist, states 
that her father arranged the visit and Zimbalist is a personal friend of 
her family. Zimbalist stated that t his _is. a cor-xc-iote fabrication.— He

Attached for the information of the Bureau is a 
two-page summary entitled, "The Howard Ady Story'/, plus an 
article written by ADY for the June 1967 issue of the 
publication "The Minority of One". The summary, which 
contains allegations of wrong doing on the part of the 
FBI, and the article were recently received through the 
mail by EFREtrziMBALIST. JR. , at his Encino, California, 
home. 

Los Angeles indices indicate ADY is subject of 
LA file 105-20928, BU file 105-157537, captioned "DESMOND* 
LIONEL HOWARD ADY, aka, IS - GREAT BRITAIN - AUSTRALIA, RA - 
GREAT BRITAIN - AUSTRALIA". Investigation of ADY was 
instituted in September 1966 on the basis of a letter he 
submitted to the editor of "The Washington (D.C.) Evening 
Star" and which letter appeared in the 9/8/66 issue of 
this newspaper. In the letter ADY was critical of the 
American effort in Vietnam. ADY was identified as a 
British born free-lance writer and a former British intelli- 
gence officer who worked from his residence, 3915 Verdugo 
View Drive, Los Angeles, Calif ornia 90065. 

The magazine "The Minority of One" is published 
by MENACHEM SAMUEL ARNONI, Post Office Box. 544, Passaic, New 
Jersey, and is subject of LA file IOO-67OI5. The magazine 
has been described as anti-United States and pro-Soviet and

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By airtel dated 8/2/67, the Los Angeles Office has 
forwarded a two-page autobiographical sketch entitled "The Howard Ady 
Story' and a feature article entitled "Warriors Without Gallantry by this 
individual which appeared inthe June, 1967, issue of the publication. "The 
Minority of One." They are attached. Efrem Zimbalist, . Jr . , wanted the 
Bureau to know that he had received this material in the mail, that he has 
no knowledge of Ady and does not know how Ady obtained his address. 

In the autobiographical sketch mentioned above, Ady de- 
scribes himself as a British subject, a former officer in the British 
intelligence during World War n and presently a writer who has been crit- 
ical of British "colonial injustice and racial discrimination." He indicates 
that because of his views he has been under a "vengeful surveillance and 
harassment at the instance of the British authorities, the same continuing 
throughout my seven years*, residence in Australia from 1954 to 1961 and 
now these past six years in the United States.** Ady is convinced that the 
"surveillance and harassment"' he refers to "operates through the local 
British Consulate -General with the full consent, and active cooperation, 
of the FBI."' He alleges that he is "under a mail check, my telephone is 
tapped, and, suspect my wife and I, our house is bugged."

Briefly, the reprint of the article authored by Ady entitled 
"Warriors Without Gallantry-' which appeared in the June, 1967,. issue of 
"The Minority of One" is highly critical of the United States participation 
in the war in Vietnam and is a scurrilous attack on the courage, fighting 
ability and morals;.of American servicemen.

INFORMATION IN BUFILES:

Our files reflect that Ady first came to the attention of 
the Bureau in March, 1965, upon receipt of an inquiry from the Assistant 
Attorney General of the Criminal Division who advised that the Long Sub- 
committee wished to know whether or not Ady, who resided in Los Angeles, 
California, was the subject of or involved in any security investigation. It 
seems that Ady had made an unspecified .complaint to the Long Subcommittee. 
Bureau files were negative regarding this individual and the Assistant Attorney 
General v/as so advised. It is noted that the files of the Los Angeles Office 
were also negative.

On September 8, 1966, a Letter to the Editor appeared in the 
Washington "Evening Star" from D. Howard Ady who described himself, as 
an "ex-Captain, British Intelligence Corps. Los Angeles. " The letter was 
a vicious attack on the fighting qualities of American servicemen in Vietnam. 

An inquiry was instituted to determine if Ady v/as possibly in violation of the 
Foreign Agent Registration Act. It’ was learned that he was a British subject, 
had been a member of- the British Intelligence Corps during World War II, 
that he had entered the United States to establish permanent residence in 
March, 1961, and that he was employed as a free-lance writer. Our inves- 
tigation failed to reflect any violation within FBI jurisdiction involving Ady. 

"The Minority of One" is a monthly publication, edited and 
published by Manachen Samuel Arnoni wjio resides in Passaic, New Jersey. 
Arnoni is on the Security Index of the Newark Office. Our files reflect that 
he has- engaged in the activities of several organizations which follow the 
communist line. He has been investigated by the Immigration and , 
Naturalization Service because he was born in Poland, later became a citizen 
of Israel and then entered the United States under questionable circumstances in 
1952. .. 

His publication, "The Minority of One, " constantly follows a 
pro-Chinese, communist line; is sympathetic to the Castro government in Cuba; 
and is highly critical of domestic and foreign policies of the United States, ' 
particularly with respect to Vietnam. In his various speeches and writings, 
he has urged American citizens to travel to Vietnam and take an active part 
in repelling the "American oppressors and invaders. " Several issues of his 
publication have contained derogatory remarks about the Director and the FBI.

There is a centerfold photo layout on pages 6 and 7 
which reflects the location filming done in Washington, D. C. , on 
May 9th for the forthcoming season. Zimbalist is shown in the vicinity 
of the Jefferson and Lincoln Memorials and the Washington Monument. 

The feature story is set forth on page 8 and highlights 
the Director, who is described as "Mr. FBI himself. " The Director 
is quoted from his testimony before the House Subcommittee on 
Appropriations on 2-10-66 regarding the qualities he, Mr. Hoover, 
looks for in an FBI Agent. * : 

The story reflects that Zimbalist had an escort of 
three Agents while the location filming was being done and that streets 
were barricaded to allow television equipment to be set up. Both of 
these statements are inaccurate and were obviously made for dramatic 
effect. The fact of the matter is that only one Agent accompanied 
Zimbalist, and there was absolutely no barricading of streets. To 
the contrary, the television crew preferred a natural and normal flow 
of traffic. The two D. C. policemen were requested by the television 
crew to assure a normal flow of traffic and to preclude traffic jams

He pointed out that his purpose in going, to Vietnam was . 
in his small way to show his support for our fighting men. He indicated 
that he felt very strongly that we should support our fighting men in 
Vietnam and avoid doing anything that would render aid and comfort to 
the enemy. r - 

He said that not too many of the civilian population 
recognized him even though "The FBI" has been shown in Vietnam. 

This was the only mention made of the FBI.

He also charged that the 
Bureau investigated matters that did not rightfully belong under our juris- 
diction, such as investigating King's sex life and then leaking the information 
to various individuals. He said as a matter of fact he had read a copy of the 
| leaked report on King'srsex activities; Belmont emphasized, however, that 
\on cross exan^natio^nderson was really shook and he did not look goo d. 

Belm^tf eit that the^ved cest^£ / /ofi^e ^reau^s program was 
the narration by Zimbalist^ df an old-time movie going back into the heyday .• 
of the 1930's and the World War II sabotage matter and the landing of the 
German saboteurs. He said this film was too dated and did not accurately 
reflect current outstanding achievements of the FBI. As a witness Zimbalist 
made it clear that he was a layman and hot a part of the FBI structure and on 
cross examination it was apparent that he was not familiar with FBI policy and 
.procedures and at times had to stumble in answer to questions. Belmont 
| considered this the weakest part of the program; however, he said that 
| Zimbalist as an individual is outstanding and there is no question in anybody's 
{mind how he stands with respect to the Director and the FBI.

! The next witness for the FBI was Congressman Hogan, who 

Belmont said did an excellent job. Only Hogan's voice was heard since Hogan 
was in Washington, D. C. but Belmont regarded Hogan's presentation as 
being excellent. f 

The nex t witness was former Inspector Edward P. Morgan. 

Belmont explained that Morgan was selected over himself and former Special -- 
|! Agent McGaughey because Morgan was regarded in legal fields as a liberal 
j: lawyer who is very interested in the field of civil rights. The producer 
, thought that Morgan with this background would be extremely helpful in pre- 
1 senting the Bureau's case. 

i Incidentally, Belmont did advise me that he shaved off his 

mustache and trimmed his sideburns before appearing in Los Angeles. He ' 
said he was getting tired of the mustache anyway. 

! Belmont described Morgan as good and as a most telling witness. 

He said Morgan started right out by making his position clear that the Director 
was the greatest civil rights advocate in this country today. He emphasized 
again that Morgan did a good job, that he was the strongest of witnesses and

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he was terrific on cross examination. He said on cross examination he made 
the Advocate look bad by taking the action away from him and posing questions 
to the Advocate. 


In balance, Belmont said the Bureau and the Director would come 
out ahead. He said the program will be shown on TV and the audience will 
be asked to vote and the results of the voting would be announced the following 
! we ek on the program. It was his strong feeling that any voting by a legitimate 
audience would be very favorable to the Director and the FBI. 

He said the program was scheduled for broadcasting on TV on the 
Coast on Tuesday, May 25. He said a short time thereafter it would probably 
be shown on the East Coast. 

In summary, he advised that it was his feeling that the program 
was well done, that it was kept in balance and it was his feeling that the Bureau 
came out way ahead. He said he was very glad and happy to have been present 
during the filming of this program and hoped he was able to be of some 
assistance. He said he spent a great deal of time with Ed Morgan in briefing 
Morgan on current and up-to- date information.

According to Kutner, he has advised both newspapers that "Friends 
of the FBI" is a "grass roots" organization that intends to make a scholarly 
approach to providing support to the FBI and acquainting citizens with the 
tremendous accomplishments and good work of 'the Bureau over the years. Kutner 
said that he made it quite clear to representatives of both papers that there is no 
connection or endorsement whatever of "Friends of the FBI" by the Bureau and 
that none should be implied by their publications by innuendo or otherwise. 


In view of the request for comment by the Associated Press and 
to respond to any further inquiries regarding "Friends of the FBI,” the Director 
has approved utilization of the following statement: "An FBI spokesman advised 
that the FBI has no connection or relationship of any kind with a recently formed

OBSERVATIONS: 

1 While there is no doubt whatsoever that the motives of 

Efrem Zimbalist and "Friends of the FBI” are of the highest order, 
nonetheless there exists a serious potential for embarrassment to the 
Bureau and the Director particularly in view of the solicitation for funds 
contained in the form letter over Zimbalist’ s signature. Critical 
j segments of the press are obviously going to try to infer that there is 
| some connection between the Bureau and this organization and they will 
\ make every effort to impugn this group and its objectives. 

1 Today the Associated Press reported that they had received 

a copy of this letter and have requested comment from my office. 

Zimbalist is currently on location in northern California 
with the production staff of the television series. We are making every 
effort to get in touch with him to ascertain further details regarding his 
exact role and participation in "Friends of the FBI." We need to know 
just what this organization is attempting to accomplish, how they are going 
to proceed with their fund raising attempts, etc. It will be pointed out to 
Zimbalist that it is of paramount importance that it be made abundantly 
.clear that the FBI has no relationship whatsoever with the "Friends-of the FBI. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 


(1) In view of the request for comment from the' Associated 
Press and to respond to further inquiry along these lines, it is suggested 
that the following statement be utilized: "An FBI spokesman advised that the 
FBI has no connection or -relationship of any kind with a recently formed 
group calling itself "The Friends of the FBI."

I am honored — doubly honored — to participate 
for a second time in graduation exercises of the FBI 
National Academy. 

Since my previous appearance at a National 
Academy graduation in 1966, many changes have occurred- 
changes in the National Academy, and in the FBI 
organization that makes this splendid program possible. 

In fact, in 1966 the plans for these 
impressive new Academy facilities were still on the 
drawing board. Today, construction has virtually been 
completed — enabling the FBI not only to increase the 
size and the frequency of these training sessions, 
but to increase, as well, the caliber of instruction. 


I applaud these improvements. 1 applaud 


them as a citizen who has far more than a casual 
interest in the law enforcement profession — and a 
deeper insight than most Americans into the skills, A 

techniques, and disciplines that must be mastered by

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Nine years ago, at the outset of "The FBI" 
television series, I had the pleasure of meeting J. Edgar 
Hoover for the first time. During a conference lasting 
nearly an hour, he told me to expect increasingly 
greater pressures in my personal life as the television 
series unfolded * 

"You’re going to be identified in the public 
mind with the Federal Bureau of Investigation," Director 
Hoover said. "And soon you'll begin to feel and to under- 
stand what the American people expect of their law 
enforcement officers— 24 hours a day, seven days a week." 

The past nine years have been a genuine 
educational experience for me. In all areas of my 
personal life — at golf tournaments, on the tennis 
court, at shopping centers, and in hotels and restaurants- 
people recognize me as Inspector Erskine of the FBI. 

True to the prophesy made by Director Hoover 
in 1965, this has profoundly affected my life. I have 
become increasingly aware that most of theso people 
expect of me the same standards of conduct, the same 
caliber mental and physical alertness , and the same 
personal warmth and understanding , that are hallmarks 
of the men and women of the FBI. 


To the limits of my ability, I have tried 

< 

to measure up? and I’m convinced that I'n a better 


person for the police-oriented experiences and as- 
sociations I've been privileged to enjoy the past 
nine years. 

My respect for the law enforcement profession 
has steadily grown throughout these years. As an 
actor, I have become increasingly impressed with the 
fact that you police officers are "on camera” at all 
times. Your friends and neighbors and associates 
consider you to be "in uniform" whether off duty or 
on. Yours is a career of total involvement . 

Yours also is a career of relentless and 
unpredictable challenge, danger, and frustration. 

Complaints concerning barking dogs, street- 
corner fights, domestic quarrels, drag-racing teen- 
agers, nighttime prowlers — any of these may send the 
police officer on his next, and possibly his last, 
assignment. 

Because he is a policeman, tho public 
expects the officer to placidly ignore the taunts, the 
jeers, and the insults that often are his "reward” 
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• • 

for performing a vitally necessary, though not-always- 
popular, duty. 

Because he is a policeman, the public expects 
the officer to place his own life on the line — and 
the security of his family in jeopardy — to brave the 
gunsightc , of an armed robber, the knife blade of a 
,f turned-on" narcotics violator, or the dizzying heights 
scaled by an intended suicide victim. 

Because he is a policeman, the public expects 
the officer to forego meals, days off, obligations to 
family and friends, in order to answer the call to 
•duty whenever and wherever it comes— and to remain there 
as long , and regardless of how long , he is needed. 

These expectations constitute much more than an 
awesome burden. They are, in fact, a monumental compliment 
to each of you and to your profession. 

In your selfless dedication to duty, you have 
taught the American people to expect great things of 
the law enforcement profession. And in measuring up to 
those expectations, you have earned a degree of public 
confidence that is truly unique in this age— an age when 
disbelief, doubt, and ridicule have seemingly become fashionable.

It is an unfortunate fact that distrust and 


skepticism have grown increasingly prevalent in many 
areas of our national life. A series of events here in the 
Washington area and elsewhere across the United States 
has added coal to the fires of cynicism. That is why 
it is no essential that the American people have 

a 

standards and examples to which they can rally- high 
standards and worthy examples such as the law enforcement 
profession symbolises. 

I do not mean to suggest that the ranks of 
your profession are void of error or imperfection. The 
police are, after all, human beings doing a difficult job 
under most difficult circumstances. 

Police officers constantly are tempted and 
taunted by some to exceed their authority — and tempted 
and taunted by others to turn their backs and neglect to 
carry out their assigned duties. 

But the heavy-handed and the corruptibles do 
not last long in law enforcement because no profession 
has been more conscientious in policing its own ranks and 
safeguarding its reputation. 

I express these views as a resident of 
California whose first-hand observations of law enforce- 


• • 

ment relate primarily to officers and agencies on the 
West Coast. But 1 am joined in these views by other 
observers in all parts of the United States, including 
an editorial writer in East Coast New England who de- 
scribed police officers of his community as "a one-man 
Chamber of Commerce" and "the most valuable assets 

the city has,” (Editorial broadcast by Nashua, New 

Hampshire radio station WOTW on August 17, 1964) 
“Great credit, M this newsman editorialised, 

"belongs to the men and women who wear the badge in the 
highest standard of good lav/ enforcement. They walk a 
narrow tightrope. An indiscretion that’s understandable 
for the rest of us is unforgiveablo for them. They know 
it, and they accept it. In their personal conduct. ... .on 
or off duty. ... .they must be above reproach. Anything 
loss finds them looking for another job." 

Yes, yours is a tough and demanding profession. 

But you who are the Nation’s top law enforcement pro- 
fessionals would not have it any other way — because 
you know that the pride, the esprit de corps, the 
efficiency, and the public's esteem of your profession 
require that its tough and demanding standards be 
zealously maintained. 
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I am proud of my nine-year association with 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation; and I assure you 
that the depth of respect and understanding for law enforce- 
ment that I have developed in my role as Inspector Lewis 
ErsJcine will forever remain a part of Efrem Zimbalist, Jr. 

It is in this spirit that I offer my sincere 
congratulations to the members of this National Academy 
class — and my f raternal best wishes to all of you in 
lav; enforcement.

Mr. Zimbalist's March 28th address at the 

I National Academy graduation quite probably will be his 
last appearance at an official FBI function in the 
Washington area. In this connection, it is because of 
his role as .Inspector Erskine in "The FBI" television 
series that Mr.' Zimbalist has been invited to address 
FBI functions here in the Washington area. 


Today, there is strong reason to believe that 

I "The FBI" series may terminate’ at the end of the current 
1973-74 season. In this connection, the ABC Network 
has yet to indicate whether it intends to renew our 
television series for a tenth season (which would begin 
in September, 1974). In previous years, ABC has confirmed 
to us weeks earlier than this, date-— and publicly announced 
renewal of "The FBI" for another season. .It is Qur 
understanding that ABC-TV's contract -with 


Productions' and Warner Brothers with regard to "The FBI 1 * 
series requires that the question of whether the program 
will be renewed for a tenth season must be resolved in 
the next few days — by or about the end of this week. 


Even if— "The FBI" continues another year, there 
is some doubt whether Efrem Zimbalist will remain a 
member of the cast. In this regard, I advised you by 
memorandum dated January 23/ 1974, that the production 
staff was giving consideration to "promoting" Inspector 
Erskine (Zimbalist's role) to Assistant Director — and, 
thereby, enabling a new FBI Inspector played by another ^ 
well-known actor to become the central figure in "The FBI. 
Inasmuch as Efrem Zimbalist is a well-established star, 
a strong question exists as to whether he would quit the 
program rather than agree to accept a secondary , supporting 
role in "The FBI" series.

respect of every FBI representative here and in California 
with whom he has been associated as star of "The FBI" 
series. 


Mr. Zimbalist comes from a highly cultured 
family and has a higher degree of sound judgment and good 
taste than are common in the motion picture and television 
industry. Both professionally and in his personal life, 
he has carefully avoided any alliances or associations that 
he felt might cause embarrassment to the FBI. At the 
same time, he has been generous in giving of his own time 
for the FBI. His acceptance of Mr'. Kelley's invitation to 
appear at the March 28th FBI National Academy graduation 
is but one example. 

Mr. Zimbalist is so basically "Solid" a 
citizen and he has become so FBI-oriented over the past 
nine years , that we are convinced he will continue to exemplify 
good citizenship and project a favorable image in the years 
ahead . 


With all of these points in mind, we feel that 
a distinctive award should be given to him at the National 
Academy graduation on March 28th.
